Survivors shiver in Turkey 
after earthquake kills 51

OKCULAR, Turkey (AP) — Hundreds of 
earthquake survivors huddled in aid tents and 
around bonfires Monday in eastern Turkey, 
seeking relief from the winter cold after a strong 
temblor knocked down stone and mud-brick 
houses in five villages, killing 51 people. 

The damage appeared worst in the Kurdish 
village of Okcular, which was almost razed. 
At least 15 of the village’s 900 residents were 
killed, the Elazig governor’s office said, and 
the air was thick with dust from crumpled 
homes and barns. 

The pre-dawn earthquake caught many 
residents as they slept, shaking the area’s 


poorly made buildings into piles of rubble. 
Panicked survivors fled into the narrow streets 
of this village perched on a hill in front of 
snow-covered mountains, with some people 
climbing out of windows to escape. 

“I tried to get out of the door but it wouldn’t 
open. I came out of the window and started 
helping my neighbors,” Ali Riza Ferhat of 
Okcular told NTV television. “We removed six 
bodies.” 

The Kandilli seismology center said the 6.0- 
magnitude quake hit at 4:32 a.m. (0232 GMT, 
9 p.m. EST Sunday) near the village of Basyurt 
in a remote, sparsely populated area of Elazig 
province. The region is 340 miles east of 
Ankara, the capital.

President Barack Obama is 


trying to keep a campaign 
pledge to close the island 
military prison, which has 
attracted criticism from 
Republicans who say it would 
jeopardize national security. 
He also has been under fire 
lately from people within his 
Democratic Party who say 
Obama should not accept any 
deal that would prosecute 
Mohammed outside the 
normal judicial system. 

A senior official, speaking 
on condition of anonymity 
to discuss the sensitive 
negotiations, said the most 
important goals are closing 
Guantanamo Bay and ensuring 
that the government can 
prosecute some detainees in 
U.S. courts. To do so, the only 
option may be to abandon the 
administration’s original plan 
to prosecute the alleged 9/11 
conspirators in civilian courts 
and instead send them before 
military tribunals. 

Republican Sen. Lindsey 
Graham is seen as key to the 
deal. During the weekend, 
the moderate Republican 
expressed willingness to cut 
a deal that leads to closing 


Guantanamo Bay. 

“If we could get Khalid Sheik 
Mohammed and the co¬ 
conspirators of 9/11 back in 
the military commission, it’d 
go down well with the public,” 
Graham said on CBS’s Face 
the Nation. 

The deal is far from done. The 
White House does not want to 
hold military commissions at 
Guantanamo Bay, a U.S. naval 
base on the southeastern tip of 
Cuba. 

That means the administration 
would need to reach a deal 
to close the prison and hold 
military commissions within 
the United States. 

Graham also wants to set 
up a new court system to 
handle detainees who are too 
dangerous to be released but 
who, because of evidence 
problems or other reasons, 
cannot be successfully 
prosecuted in either tribunals 
or civilian courts. The White 
House does not favor such a 
plan, so a compromise would 
have to be reached. 

It is not at all clear the 
administration can muster 
the votes to pull together that 



compromise. Normally, the 
executive branch has broad 
discretion on how to wage 
war and prosecute criminals, 
but Congress has threatened 
not to pay for any trials inside 
the United States. That has 
forced the White House into a 
difficult bargaining position. 
In an election year, every 
day that passes makes it 
more difficult to reach an 
accord. Republicans have 
seized several opportunities 
to criticize the administration 
as soft on terror, and many 
Democrats appear loathe to 
tackle the issue themselves, 
particularly when the 
administration appears 

conflicted and indecisive. 

Ben Wittes, a senior fellow 
at the Brookings Institution 
think tank who recently rallied 
conservative lawyers to counter 
a new line of Republican 
attack directed at lawyers 
within the administration, said 
the political debate over terror 
is “so coarse and stupid” it 
ignores the complexities of the 
national security problem. 

He said the administration has 
made the situation worse for 


itself by announcing plans, 
such as closing Guantanamo 
BayorprosecutingMohammed 
in New York, then letting 
opposition grow. 

Underscoring what a political 
quagmire this has become, the 
AmericanCivilLibertiesUnion 
ran a full-page advertisement 
in The New York Times on 
Sunday that criticized Obama 
for even considering military 
tribunals for Mohammed. 
The ad portrayed Obama 
morphing into President 
George W. Bush, reflecting a 
disappointment expressed by 
several supporters. 

“The president must know, as 
a constitutional scholar, that 
he’s making a horrible, horrible 
deal. I have no doubt about 
that,” said David Nacham, 
a New York attorney who 
handles detainee cases and 
who supported and donated to 
Obama. “And I have no doubt 
that the people around him 
believe the deal is necessary 
to preserve other goals of the 
administration.” 

He said, however, that does 
not excuse a compromise he 
sees as unprincipled.□ 
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Feds: California man ran 
student visa fraud ring

SANTA ANA, California 
(AP) — A California man 
was charged Monday with 
operating a ring of illegal 
test-takers who helped dozens 
of Middle Eastern nationals 
obtain U.S. student visas by 
passing various proficiency 
and college-placement exams 
for them, federal authorities 
said. 

The allegations reveal a 
potentially dangerous security 
breach in the country’s student 
visa system and underscored 
the vulnerability of a tracking 
process that relies on schools 
and testing centers to verify 
the identities of people taking 
the mandated exams. 

Eamonn Daniel Higgins, 46, 
of Laguna Niguel made an 
appearance in U.S. District 
Court in Santa Ana on one 
count of conspiracy to 
commit visa fraud as federal 
immigration agents arrested 
16 of his suspected clients 
who remained in Southern 
California. A judge entered a 
not guilty plea on his behalf. 
In one case, a blond woman 
working for Higgins was 
allowed to take an exam using 
a fake ID that paired her photo 
with a man’s Arabic name, 
said Debra Parker, acting 
deputy special agent in charge 
for U.S. Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement in Los 
Angeles. 

Authorities have not said any 
of the clients were engaged in 
terrorist activity and have yet 
to determine their motives for 
hiring Higgins. 


Still, the investigation 
has alarmed immigration 
authorities, Parker said. 
“Visa fraud is always a 
concern but their motive is 
definitely something that all 
of the participating agencies 
will be taking a very, very 
close look at over the next 
few weeks,” she said. “It’s 
pretty sophisticated and it’s 
very impressive.” 

Six of Higgins’ alleged 
clients face criminal 
charges, while the remaining 
students face deportation 
proceedings, said Virginia 
Kice, a spokeswoman for 
ICE. Ten additional students 
were not arrested but will be 
questioned by agents in the 
ongoing investigation, Kice 
said. 

A federal magistrate allowed 
Higgins to go free on $5,000 
bail. His public defender, 
Elizabeth Macias, declined 
to comment. 

Authorities alleged that over 
a seven-year period, Higgins 
collected tens of thousands 
of dollars from foreign 
students from Saudi Arabia, 
the United Arab Emirates, 
Lebanon, Kuwait, Turkey 
and Qatar before he or his 
accomplices took their exams 


at 10 Southern California 
community colleges and 
universities using doctored 
IDs. 

Higgins charged as much 
as $1,500 per student per 
exam for passing grades on 
English proficiency exams, 
writing assessments, English 
and math college placement 
tests, final exams and other 
college coursework the 
students needed to obtain 
their F-l student visas or 
to stay current on the visas, 
authorities said. 

E-mails discovered during 
the investigation indicated 
Higgins also attended 
classes for his clients, One e- 
mail exchange with a Saudi 
Arabian student named 
Mohammed Ali Alnuaim 
showed Alnuaim and several 
others were charged a total 
of more than $34,000 to 
have others take a full course 
load for them, according to a 
court affidavit. 

U.S. colleges and universities 
began using a specialized 
tracking system for foreign 
students after the Sept. 11 
terrorist attacks, but the 
current investigation exposed 
an unexpected loophole, 
Parker said. □

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Obama appeals for public support on health care

GLENSIDE, Pennsylvania said Republicans ignored 
(AP) President Barack long-festering problems as 
Obama accused insurance he sought to build public 
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support for his stalled health 
care legislation. 

Obama’s pitch on Monday 
in this Philadelphia suburb 

— along with a planned stop 
in St. Louis on Wednesday 

— comes as the president 
begins an all-out effort to 
get Congress to pass his 
health care proposals. 

The next two weeks will 
prove decisive, with the 
White House pushing for 
a vote in the House of 
Representatives by March 
18, when Obama leaves for 
an Asia trip. 

“Let’s seize reform, the 
need is great,” Obama said 
at an appearance here that 
had the feel of a campaign 
rally. 

The United States is the only 
developed nation that does 
not have a comprehensive 
national health care plan 
for all its citizens. About 50 
million of America’s 300 
million people are without 
health insurance. Most 
of those who are insured 
rely on their employers for 
coverage. 

The president said 
dismissivelythatRepublican 
critics in Congress contend 
they want to do something 
about rising health care costs 
but failed when they held 
power. “You had 10 years. 
What happened? What 
were you doing?” he said to 
applause from an audience 
at Arcadia University. 


Obama made his appeal 
as Democratic leaders in 
Congress worked on a 
rescue plan for sweeping 
changes in health care that 
seemed earlier in the year to 
be on the brink of passage. 
The current two-step 
approach calls for the House 
to approve a Senate-passed 
bill despite opposition to 
several of its provisions, 
and for both houses to 
follow immediately with 
a companion measure that 
makes a series of changes. 
Republicans dismissed 
Obama’s argument 

instantly. 

“The American people have 
heard all this rhetoric from 
the president before, and 
they continue to say loudly 
and clearly they do not 
want a massive government 
takeover of health care,” said 
House Republican Leader 
John Boehner of Ohio, who 
added the president’s plan 
was “heavy on snake oil.” 
Democratic Sen. Arlen 
Specter, who traveled with 
Obama to the event in 
suburban Philadelphia, said 
the president’s determined 
tone was “as fiery as 
I’ve seen him since the 
campaign.” 

Obama has long identified 
the insurance industry as an 
obstacle to changes along 
the lines he seeks, but the 
administration’s actions 
and rhetoric seem to have 


escalated in recent days. 

The president’s proposal 
would give the government 
the right to limit excessive 
premiums increases — a 
provision included after 
one firm announced a 39 
percent increase in the price 
of individual policies sold 
in California. 

Insurers have blamed rising 
rates on the growing prices 
of prescription drugs, 
hospital stays and other 
medical items. 

The president’s remarks 
came nearly a week after 
he took command of a final 
bid to pass his health care 
legislation and told a White 
House audience he wanted 
Congress to vote yes or no 
within a few weeks. 

In the days since, he has 
met with two groups of 
wavering Democratic 
lawmakers, stressed the 
health care issue in his 
weekly radio and Internet 
address, and announced a 
trip to St. Louis for later in 
the week. 

Full Democratic support is 
far from certain. Some party 
moderates are uneasy about 
the cost of the $1 trillion 
bill and its language on 
abortion, and some House 
Democrats are suspicious 
of whether their Senate 
colleagues would follow 
through on promises to 
work out the differences in 
the bills.□ 
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Ca. state senater says he’s gay

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) — 
A California state senator who has 
staunchly opposed homosexual 
rights now says he is gay, ending 
days of speculation that began 
after his arrest last week for 
investigation of driving under the 
influence. 

Roy Ashbum, a conservative 
Republican, came out in an 
interview with KERN radio. 
Ashbum said he felt compelled to 
address mmors that he had visited 
a gay nightclub near the Capitol 
before his dmnken driving arrest. 
“I am gay ... those are the words 
that have been so difficult for 
me for so long,” Ashbum told 
conservative talk show host Inga 
Barks. 

The 5 5-year-old father of four said 
he had tried to keep his personal 
life separate from his professional 
life until his March 3 arrest. 
“When I crossed the line and 
broke the law and put people at 
risk, that’s different, and I do owe 
people an explanation,” he said. 


Ashbum was arrested after he was 
spotted driving erratically near the 
Capitol, according to the California 
Highway Patrol. Shelly Orio, a 
spokeswoman from the district 
attorney’s office, said a breath 
test showed the senator’s blood- 
alcohol level was .14 percent, or 
.06 points above the legal limit. 
The next day, reports surfaced that 
he had left Faces, a gay nightclub, 
with an unidentified man in the 
passenger seat of his Senate- 
owned vehicle. 

“The best way to handle that is 
to be truthful and to say to my 
constituents and all who care that 
I am gay,” he said. “But I don’t 
think it’s something that has 
affected, nor will it affect, how I 
do my job.” 

Over 14 years in office, Ashbum 
has voted against a number of gay 
rights measures, including efforts 
to expand anti-discrimination 
laws and recognize out-of-state 
gay marriages. 

Last year, he opposed a bill to 
establish a day of recognition to 
honor slain gay rights activist 


Harvey Milk. 

Equality California, a group 
that advocates for expanded gay 
rights and other issues, said it 
consistently gave Ashbum a 0 
rating on its scorecard. 

The group’s executive director, 
Geoff Kors, said Monday that 
he hopes the senator’s revelation 
will lead to a change in his voting 
patterns. 

“He’s still the same person, only 
living more honestly,” Kors said. 
“I hope his own self-awareness 
will result in him no longer voting 
to deny people the most basic 
rights.” 

Ashbum said his votes reflected 
the way constituents in his district 
wanted him to vote, not necessarily 
his own views. 

“I felt my duty — and I still feel 
this way — is to represent my 
constituents, not my own point 
of view, not my own internal 
conflict,” he told Barks. 

He said he planned to continue 
voting on behalf of what he sees 
as the majority viewpoint in his 
district, which includes parts of

Kem, Tulare and San Bernardino counties. 
Ashbum has been on personal leave since 
his arrest but was expected to return Monday 
to the Senate. His spokesman, Noel Libang, 
did not immediately return a call from The 
Associated Press seeking comment. 

In the radio interview, Ashbum said he is 
drawing on his Christian faith, and he asked 
people to pray for him. 

He said he does not plan to run for any public 
office after his term ends later this ycar.Q

The U.S. Geological Survey 
listed the quake at 5.9 
magnitude. 

Prime Minister Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan and Kandilli 
Observatory’s director, 
Mustafa Erdik, urged 
residents not to enter any 
damaged homes, warning 
they could topple from 
aftershocks that Erdik said 
could last for days. 

More than 100 aftershocks 
measuring up to 5.5 
magnitude shook the region 
on Monday alone. 

In addition to the deaths, 34 
people were being treated 
for injuries, Turkey’s crisis 
center said. 

Abdulkerim Sekerdag, 72, 
said he had just risen for early 
morning prayers when the 
quake hit. 

“The jolt threw me onto 
the ground,” he told The 
Associated Press. “When I 
got up I checked my animals 
and then I checked on my 


neighbors.” 

“Two of them were buried. 
We pulled them out,” he said, 
adding that they were alive 
but injured. 

Men used shovels and bare 
hands to dig two bodies out 
from under piles of dirt, rubble 
and concrete blocks, video 
footage showed. Both bodies 
were covered in blankets and 
carried away. One appeared 
to be a baby or young child. 
Women in veils gathered 
near the rescue scenes, some 
crying. 

“Everything has been 
knocked down, there is not 
a stone in place,” said Yadin 
Apaydin, administrator for 
the village of Yukari Kanatli, 
where three died. 

Fifteen people were killed in 
the nearby village of Yukari 
Demirci, Gov. Muammer 
Erol said, while four each 
were killed in the villages of 
Kayalik and Gocmezler and 
10 others died after being 
taken to a hospital in the town 
of Kovancilar. 


Most of the dead were 
immediately buried according 
to Muslim traditions. A few 
funerals had to be put off 
until Tuesday. 

The temblor also knocked 
down bams, killing many 
farm animals. A half-dozen 
dead cows were seen partially 
buried near one collapsed 
home. One man, Haci 
Sekerdag, said he lost eight 
cows and calves — his main 
livelihood. 

The Turkish Red Crescent 
set up tents and villagers 
laid plastic sheeting to 
shelter them from the cold 
and dirt. The government 
said it mshed ambulance 
helicopters, prefabricated 
homes and mobile kitchens 
into the stricken area. 
Erdogan blamed the region’s 
mud-brick buildings for the 
many deaths and said the 
government housing agency 
would build quake-proof 
homes in the area. 

The quake was also felt in 
the neighboring provinces 


of Tunceli, Bingol and 
Diyarbakir, where residents 
fled to the streets in panic 
and stayed outdoors. Schools 
were closed for two days. In 
Tunceli province, the quake 
caused one school’s walls to 
crack, the state-mn Anatolia 
news agency reported. 

A museum in Elazig 
displaying artifacts from the 
Iron-age Kingdom of Urartu 
was not affected by the quake, 
and nearby dams were also 
intact. 

Earthquakes are frequent in 
Turkey, much of which lies 
on top of two main fault 
lines. In 1999, two powerful 
earthquakes stmck the 
country’s northwest, killing 
about 18,000 people. In 2003, 
a 6.4-magnitude earthquake 
killed 177 people in Bingol, 
including 84 children whose 
school dormitory collapsed. 
Monday’s quake in eastern 
Turkey followed deadly 
recent temblors in Haiti and 
Chile, but Bernard Doft, the 
seismologist for the Royal 


Netherlands Meteorological 
Institute in Utrecht, said there 
was no direct connection 
between the three. 

“These events are too far 
apart to be of direct influence 
to each other,” he said. 
Richard Luckett, a 
seismologist from the British 
Geological Survey, said there 
has not been a spike in global 
seismic activity. 

“If there was a big increase in 
the number of magnitude 6.0s 
in the past decade we would 
know it, because we would 
see it in the statistics,” Luckett 
said. “We haven’t seen an 
increase in 7.0s either.” 

He said scientists often see 
strong earthquakes but they 
don’t get reported because 
the damage or death toll is 
minimal. According to USGS 
data, the world is hit by about 
134 earthquakes a year in the 
6.0- to 6.9-magnitude range 
— or about two a week. 

“The point is that earthquakes 
are common and always have 
been,” he said.Q 
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Hundreds slaughtered In Nigeria religious violence

DOGO NAHAWA, Nigeria 
(AP) — The killers showed 
no mercy: They didn’t spare 
women and children, or 
even a 4-day-old baby, from 
their machetes. On Monday, 
Nigerian women wailed in the 
streets as a dump truck carried 
dozens of bodies past burned- 
out homes toward a mass 
grave. 

Rubber-gloved workers pulled 
ever-smaller bodies from the 
dump truck and tossed them 
into the mass grave. A crowd 
began singing a hymn with the 
refrain, “Jesus said I am the 
way to heaven.” As the grave 
filled, the grieving crowd sang: 
“Jesus, show me the way.” 

At least 200 people, most 
of them Christians, were 
slaughtered on Sunday, 
according to residents, aid 
groups and journalists. The

Cypres police say 
lound corpse could 
be ex-leader

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — Cypriot police acting on a tipoff 
found a body at a Nicosia cemetery that they believe could be 
the stolen corpse of former president Tassos Papadopoulos, a 
spokesman said on Monday. 

Michalis Katsounotos wouldn’t say in what state the corpse was 
or whether it was buried. He also did not say what evidence 
investigators have to lead them to believe it could be that of the 
former Greek Cypriot leader. 

Katsounotos said the corpse was found at a different cemetery 
to the suburban Nicosia graveyard from where it was stolen on 
Dec. 11 — the eve of the first anniversary of Papadopoulos’ 
death. 

He said DNA testing would be carried out to positively identify 
the body. 

Family members, including three of Papadopoulos’ adult 
children, rushed to the cemetery amid heavy police security. 
Police said the robbers who took the corpse had removed 
a heavy marble plaque from on top of the grave, digging 
down to the coffin and removing the body of Papadopoulos, 
who died of lung cancer on Dec. 12, 2008, at age 74. 

The robbers left few clues at the scene. Lime was strewn 
over the grave in what investigators believe was an 
attempt to erase any tracks they might have left behind. 
Investigators even sought the help of the FBI and Interpol 
as well as Greek and Israeli law enforcement authorities to 
solve the bizarre case. 

The body-snatching horrified Cypriots and came as the 
island’s Greek and Turkish Cypriot leaders were locked 
in complex negotiations aimed at reunifying the divided 
island. □

Nigeria is almost evenly 
split between Muslims in the 
north and the predominantly 
Christian south. The recent 
bloodshed has been happening 
in central Nigeria, in towns 
which lie along the country’s 
religious fault line. It is 
Nigeria’s “middle belt,” where 
dozens of ethnic groups vie for 
control of fertile lands. 

The Rev. Pandang Yamsat, 
the president of a local 
Christian group, said he has 
urged his congregation not to 
respond violently to Muslims. 
However, he said he believes 
Muslims in the area want to 
control the region and that any 
peace talks would only give 
Muslims “time to conquer 
territory with swords.” 

“We have done our best to 
tell our members, ‘don’t go 
and attack Muslims, they are 
your brother,”’ Yamsat said. 
However, “’if they come to

dislodge you in your place, 
stand to defend yourself.’” 
Barely controlled rage 
spilled over in the village as 
those gathered for the mass 
burial attacked a Muslim 
journalist covering the event. 
The journalist escaped, but 
others made threats against 
reporters. 

The Rev. Federico Lombardi, 
a Vatican spokesman, 
condemned the violence and 
said Monday that the conflict 
must be interpreted in the light 
of social, economic, ethnic 
and cultural factors rather than 
religious hatred. 

The killings add to the tally of 
thousands who have already 
perished in Africa’s most 
populous country in the last 
decade due to religious and 
political frictions. Rioting in 


September 2001 killed more 
than 1,000 people. Muslim- 
Christian battles killed up 
to 700 people in 2004. More 
than 300 residents died during 
a similar uprising in 2008. 

The killings in Dogo Nahawa, 
three miles south of the 
region’s main city of Jos, 
began early Sunday. 
Chuwanga Gyang, 30, said 
he heard a gunshot and left 
his house through the back 
door but stopped when he 
realized that the attackers 
were shooting to herd fleeing 
villagers toward another 
group of attackers carrying 
machetes. 

He recalled climbing into a 
tree and watching as villagers 
were killed and the attackers 
set homes alight over the

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Israelis, Palestinians to begin indirect talks

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel 
and the Palestinians agreed 
to begin indirect, American- 
brokered talks, the U.S. 
Mideast envoy announced 
Monday—endinga 14-month 
deadlock in peacemaking 
and representing the 


Obama administration’s 
first substantive diplomatic 
achievement here. 

The announcement, however, 
came just hours after Israel 
enraged Palestinians by 
announcing new West Bank 
settlement construction on 
the same day U.S. Vice 
President Joseph Biden 
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landed in the region to 
promote negotiations. 

Israel’s decision to build 
112 new housing units on 
lands Palestinians claim for 
a future state highlighted the 
tough road ahead for those 
seeking peace in the region. 
Also underlining the 
difficulties are sharp 
divisions between Palestinian 
moderates and militants as 
well as a hardline Israeli 
government opposed to 
many concessions seen as 
necessary for peace. 

George Mitchell, the U.S. 
envoy who is visiting the 
region, said in a statement 
that he hoped the indirect 
talks “will lead to direct 
negotiations as soon as 
possible.” And in what 
might have been a reaction 
to the latest Israeli move, 
he appealed to the two sides 
not do to anything that could 
jeopardize the talks. 

“We also again encourage the 
parties, and all concerned, to 
refrain from any statements 
or actions which may inflame 
tensions or prejudice the 
outcome of these talks,” said 
Mitchell, who is expected to 
shuttle between Israel and the 
Palestinian territories over 
the next several weeks. 

Israel authorized the 
construction of new 
apartments in the West Bank 
despite a pledge to halt all 
new settlement building, 
the government disclosed 
Monday — angering the 
Palestinians just as Biden 
landed in Israel for the 
highest-level visit yet by 
an Obama administration 
official. 

The announcement came a 
day after Palestinians agreed 
to hold indirect talks with 
Israel, backing off from a 
demand that Israel freeze all 
building in the West Bank and 
east Jerusalem before they 
returned to the negotiating 
table. They considered 
Israel’s willingness to halt 
new construction insufficient 
because it excluded east 
Jerusalem and projects 
already under way. 
Palestinian negotiator Saeb 
Erekat accused Israel of 


trying to undermine the talks 
even before they began. “If 
the Israeli government wants 
to sabotage Mitchell’s efforts 
by taking such steps, let’s 
talk to Mitchell about maybe 
not doing this (indirect talks) 
if the price is so high,” Erekat 
said. 

The Palestinians presented the 
U.S. envoy with a document 
outlining their desired peace 
agreement — a Palestinian 
state in Gaza and the West 
Bank, with minor border 
adjustments. At a meeting 
with Mitchell on Monday, 
Abbas also raised the issue 
of the new construction, 
Erekat said, saying it “put a 
big question mark on what it 
is that we came to do.” 

Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu 

sounded upbeat after his 
meeting with the U.S. envoy 
Monday. “I believe we will 
succeed in advancing the 
diplomatic process,” the 
Israeli leader said. “But the 
diplomatic process is not a 
game, it is real, and rooted 
first and foremost in (Israel’s) 
security.” 

Later Monday, the Israeli 
leader welcomed the new 
start to negotiations in a 
speech in Jerusalem, saying: 
“I hope the proximity talks 
will quickly lead to direct 
talks that would really allow 
the promotion of peace.” 

He stressed, however, that 
negotiations would only 
succeed if the Palestinians 
recognize Israel as a Jewish 
state and that Israel’s security 
be guaranteed. 

Jewish construction in the 
West Bank and east Jerusalem 
is a particularly sore point 
with the Palestinians. 

When Israel announced its 
partial settlement freeze 
in November, it said at the 
time that exceptions to the 
slowdown could be allowed. 
And on Monday, the Ministry 
of Defense said an exception 
was made in the case of the 
ultra-Orthodox Beitar Illit 
because of what it called 
safety and infrastructure 
issues. The ministry said it 
was the biggest exception 
granted since the slowdown 


went into effect. 

In Washington, U.S. State 
Department spokesman P.J. 
Crowley said Israeli officials 
had explained that the 
construction was approved 
before the moratorium. 

“On the one hand, it does 
not violate the moratorium 
that the Israelis previously 
announced,” Crowley said. 
“On the other hand, this is 
a the kind of thing that both 
sides need to be cautious of 
as we move ahead with these 
parallel talks.” 

Israeli anti-settlement 

watchdog Peace Now also 
questioned Israel’s motives. 
“The Israeli government 
is welcoming the vice 
president by demonstrating, 
to our regret, that it has no 
genuine intention to advance 
the peace process,” said the 
group’s settlement expert, 
Hagit Ofran. 

Militant Palestinian groups 
like Hamas have condemned 
Abbas’ decision to renew 
talks, and on Monday several 
factions based in Damascus 
accused the Palestinian 
Authority of caving in to 
pressure from the U.S. and 
Israel. 

Hamas is now in control of 
the Gaza Strip after winning a 
civil war there against Abbas’ 
Palestinian Authority, which 
has close ties to the West 
and enjoys generous funding 
from the international 
community. The Authority 
has undertaken economic 
reforms in recent years in the 
one territory it still controls 
— the West Bank. 

And on Monday Palestinian 
Prime Minister Salam Fayyad 
unveiled a $3.13 billion 
budget for 2010, about $80 
million more than last year. 
He said that after years of a 
conflict-driven downturn, 
government revenues are 
up, partly due to economic 
growth projected at 7 percent 
this year. 

Fayyad said he will more 
than triple spending on 
development projects to 
$667 million, in line with 
donor countries’ desire to 
see more money earmarked 
for infrastructure, health and 
education. □ 
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Haiti frees U.S. missionary; group leader still held

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — One of two Baptist 
missionaries still held on 
kidnapping charges in Haiti 
was released Monday, but the 
U.S. group’s leader remained 
in custody. 

Charisa Coulter, 24, was taken 
from her jail cell to the airport 
by U.S. Embassy staff more 
than a month after she and 
nine other Americans were 
arrested for trying to take 33 
children out of Haiti after the 
earthquake. 

Coulter, wearing a red tank 
top and sunglasses, declined 
comment as she quickly got 
into an SUV that took her to 
the airport. 

The leader of the Idaho-based 
missionary group, Laura 
Silsby, said she was glad about 
Coulter’s release. “I’m very 
happy that she left today, and 
for her freedom, and expect 
mine to come soon,” Silsby 
told The Associated Press as 
she left the courthouse where 
a judge held a closed hearing 
Monday. 

Silsby, 40, was returned to her 
cell in a police station near 
Port-au-Prince airport. 
Defense lawyer Louis Ricardo 
Chachoute said Coulter was 
released because there was no 
evidence to support the charges 


of kidnapping and criminal 
association. He predicted 
Silsby would be released soon 
as well. 

“There are no prosecution 
witnesses to substantiate 
anything,” Chachoute said. 
Coulter, of Boise, Idaho, is 
a diabetic and had medical 
difficulties during her 
confinement. She was treated 
at least once, on Feb. 1, 
by American doctors after 
collapsing with what she said 
was either severe dehydration 
or the flu. After a court hearing 
Monday for Silsby, Judge 
Bernard Saint-Vil said he 
heard evidence from a police 
officer who said he stopped 
Silsby from loading a bus with 
children near the Dominican 
Republic consulate in Port-au- 
Prince on Jan. 26. That was 
three days before her group 
was arrested while trying 
to cross into the Dominican 
Republic with 33 children. 

“I found inconsistencies in 
some of Laura’s statements,” 
Saint-Vil told reporters, 
saying he planned to visit 
the Dominican consulate to 
resolve them. 

The Dominican consul in 
Haiti, Carlos Castillo, has 
said previously that he warned 
Silsby she lacked the required 
papers to leave the country 
with the children and risked 


being arrested at the border for 
child trafficking. 

The Americans’ arrest came as 
Haitian authorities were trying 
to crack down on unauthorized 
adoptions to prevent child 
trafficking in the chaos 
following the catastrophic Jan. 
12 earthquake. 

Silsby initially said the 
children were orphaned in the 
quake that the government said 
has killed more than 230,000 
people. But the AP found the 
children had been given away 
by still-living parents. 
Chachoute said the Americans 
only came to Haiti to help the 
country. “Firstly, there was no 
criminal conspiracy; secondly, 
there was no child snatching,” 
he said. 

Silsby herself repeated 
Monday that “I came from 
very far, and I came here to 
help the children.” 

The group planned to take the 
children to the neighboring 
Dominican Republic to an 
orphanage that Silsby was 
creating in a former hotel. 

The judge released eight of the 
Americans on Feb. 17 after 
concluding parents voluntarily 
gave up their children in the 
belief that the Baptist group 
would give them a better life. 
But he decided he still had 
additional questions for Silsby 
and Coulter. □

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Japan dolphin hunt town shrugs off ‘Cove’ Oscar

TAIJI, Japan - The gala 
crowd in Los Angeles cheered 
as “The Cove” won the best 
documentary Oscar with its 
grisly portrayal of dolphin 
hunting. Half a world away, 
residents of the small Japanese 
village shown in the film 
abhorred the attention and said 
it won’t end their centuries- 
old tradition. 

In Taiji on the rocky coast of 
southwest Japan, residents 
gathered in whale eateries 
with names like “Tail” and 
rolled their eyes Monday 
when told of Oscar laurels for 
the film, which they see as yet 
another biased foreign take on 
their culture. 

The village of 3,500 people 
has been hunting dolphins 
and whales since the early 
1600s. It calls itself “Whale 
Town” and has a massive pair 
of whale statues looming over 
the main road. “The Cove” 
refers to Taiji and its dolphin 
fishing as “a little town with 
a really big secret,” but local 
councilman Hisato Ryono said 
there is nothing to hide. 
“Everyone around here knows 
about it. The water nearby 
turns red during the hunt. 


The actual killing is done in 
a concealed area because it is 
unpleasant to look at, as is true 
of killing cows or pigs or any 
other animal,” said Ryono, 
who says he was tricked into 
appearing in the film. 

“This is a close-knit group of 
fishermen. The more they feel 
squeezed, the more they will 
close off to outsiders. They 
won’t stop this hunt because of 
such pressure,” Ryono said. 
The Japanese government 
allows about 19,000 dolphins 
to be killed each year. Taiji 
hunts about 2,000 dolphins 
every year for meat — less 
than other places — but is 
singled out in part because 
of its “oikomi” method of 
herding and killing them near 
the shore. 

Dolphins, in addition to being 
food, are also recognized 
in Taiji as crowd pleasers 
with their playful natures, 
leading to odd contrasts. Taiji 
fishermen capture some to sell 
to aquariums, and the area 
is dotted with ocean cages 
offering dolphin bonding 
sessions. “Dolphin Base” 
charges 2,000 yen ($22) for 
a 20-minute session less than 
half a mile from the cove where 
hundreds of the animals are

stabbed and dragged ashore in 
the annual hunt. 

Like most residents of 
Taiji, the dolphin trainers 
repeatedly avoided talking 
to a foreign reporter — one 
young woman ran away 
when asked her opinion. At 
the nearby Dolphin Resort, 
a modern hotel complex 
with its own dolphin pool, 
manager Kiyo Ikeda agreed 
to be interviewed, as long as 
there were no questions about 
dolphins. 

“We really don’t get many 
foreign guests at this hotel,” 
she said. 

Many Taiji residents said they 
would no longer speak to 
foreign visitors on the record, 
after years of what they felt 
were one-sided articles and 
gory pictures shown out of 
context. 

After the movie won, the town 
government issued a short 
news release. 

“There are different food 
traditions within Japan 
and around the world,” the 
statement read. “It is important 
to respect and understand 
regional food cultures, which 
are based on traditions with 
long histories.” 

The documentary, directed by 
Louie Psihoyos, follows Ric 
O’Barry, a trainer for the 1960s 
“Flipper” TV series who says 
he became an activist because 
of a suicidal dolphin in his 
charge. The film team broke 
into a restricted area to set 
up cameras that captured the 
slaughter. 

The Cove has not yet been 
released in Japan, but it will 
start showing here in June at 
20 to 30 theaters nationwide. 
It was shown at the Tokyo 
International Film Festival in 
October, where viewers gave 
it mixed reviews. 

Several Japanese who appear 
in the film, including Ryono 
the councilman, and Tetsuya 
Endo, an associate professor 
at Health Sciences University 
of Hokkaido, say they were 
lied to about its subject matter 
beforehand. 

Endo, clearly angry when 
reached by telephone Monday, 
said he is considering legal 
action.

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MetLife seals Alico deal after two-year quest

NEW YORK (Reuters) - 
MetLife Inc (MET.N) pursued 
AIG’s (AIG.N) foreign life 
insurance business for two 
years before finally clinching 
a $15.5 billion purchase 
that will give it beachheads 
in 47 nations from Peru to 
Bangladesh. 

The deal will help MetLife, 
already the largest life insurer 
in the United States and 
Mexico, diversify revenue 
by product, distribution and 
geography. 

It comes a week after 
American International Group 
Inc agreed to sell its Asian life 
unit, American International 
Assurance (AIA), to Britain’s 
Prudential for $35.5 billion, 
the largest deal ever in the 
insurance sector. 

AIG is raising funds to repay a 
massive government bailout. 
“The AIA deal really is an 
Asia deal. Ours is really a 
global deal,” William Toppeta, 
president of MetLife’s 
international business, told 
Reuters in an interview. “It 
is really about the growth 
opportunities in a lot of parts 
of the world and not just about 
Asia.” 

MetLife shares rose 4 percent 
to their highest level in nearly 
six months, and AIG rose 3.4 
percent. 

Bill Bergman, an analyst 
at Momingstar, said more 
competition in the developing 
world may make those

markets less attractive than 
they have been. But he added, 
“The market seems to think it 
makes sense for MetLife.” 
MetLife first started eyeing 
AIG ’ s American Life Insurance 
Co (Alico), which sells life, 
accident and health insurance 
as well as retirement and 
wealth management products 
in 55 countries, in the months 
before AIG nearly collapsed 
in September 2008. 

“The first time that we 
focused most intensively on 
Alico would have been in 
2008, probably the early part 
of 2008,” Toppeta said. “And 
then, of course, the events of 
the summer and fall of 2008 
sort of overtook everybody.” 
MetLife said it would pay $6.8 
billion in cash and $8.7 billion 
in equity for Alico, confirming 
an earlier Reuters report. 

Lor U.S. taxpayers, who have 
committed $182.3 billion to 
bailing out AIG, the deal will 
help them recover billions of 
their rescue funds, although 
they are probably still years 
away from untangling 
themselves totally from the 
once-mighty insurer. 

With the AIA and Alico 
deals, AIG plans to repay the 
Lederal Reserve Bank of New 
York about $31.5 billion in 
cash, with more expected as 
it sells Prudential and MetLife 
securities over time. 

The proceeds should help 
the insurer pay down all of 
its New York Led debt, but it 


will still leave the government 
holding roughly $47 billion in 
equity investments, including 
the amount drawn under a 
$30 billion equity line. The 
government also has a nearly 
80 percent stake in AIG. 

To exit from AIG completely, 
the government is likely to 
follow a strategy similar to 
what it has used with Citigroup 
Inc (C.N) in a process that will 
probably take years. 

“It’s a step in the right direction 
— liquefying its better assets 
and paying back the taxpayer. 
But the prospects there are 
still very uncertain,” Bergman 
said, referring to AIG. 
METLILE GOES GLOBAL 
Thanks to the acquisition 
of Alico, founded in 1921, 
MetLife will get a special 
boost in Japan, the world’s 
second-largest life insurance 
market, which accounted for 
70 percent of Alico’s pre-tax 
operating income in fiscal 
year. 

Alico will also strengthen 
MetLife’s position in 
Europe and move it into a 
top five market position in 
many emerging markets in 
Central and Eastern Europe, 
the Middle East and Latin 
America. 

MetLife expects the deal to 
increase its 2011 operating 
earnings per share by 45 cents 
to 55 cents, excluding one¬ 
time expenses of 12 cents. It 
sees annualized post-tax cost 
savings of $50 million to $75 
million. 

Analysts, on average, 
expected MetLife to post a 
profit of $4.89 per share in 
2011, according to Thomson 
Reuters I/B/E/S. 

Early last year, MetLife 
offered about $11 billion for 
Alico, but AIG avoided a fire 
sale after the New York Led, 
advised by Morgan Stanley 
(MS.N), agreed in March 2009 
to swap its debt into equity in 
special purpose vehicles that 
AIG created to hold AIA and 
Alico.

HAMPTON, Georgia (AP) - 
Carl Edwards was 156 laps off 
the lead when he apparently 
decided it was time to settle a 
score with Brad Keselowski. 
The result was a frightening 
crash that sent Keselowski’s 
car flying toward the stands 
at Atlanta Motor Speedway, 
and put NASCAR’s “have 
at it” philosophy to the test a 
mere four races into a season 
that was supposed to let the 
drivers show more aggression 
and emotion. 

It remains to be seen if Edwards 
will be suspended for what 
appeared to be an intentional 
bump of Keselowski at more 
than 190 mph, or whether 
NASCAR will give the No. 
99 a pass for merely taking its 


new mandate to the extreme. 
“To come back and 

intentionally wreck someone, 
that’s not cool,” said 

Keselowski, who escaped 
Sunday’s crash unscathed. 
“You could have killed 

someone in the grandstands.” 
The feud between Edwards and 
Keselowski boiled over with 
three laps to go in the Kobalt 
Tools 500, a race won by Kurt 
Busch but overshadowed by 
the shenanigans going on 

behind him. 

A decision from NASCAR is 
expected Monday or Tuesday. 
Edwards faces the possibility 
of a fine, loss of points or even 
a suspension for the next race 
at Bristol in two weeks. 

“I would say there seems to 
be a history between those 
two drivers,” said Robin 


Pemberton, NASCAR’s vice 
president of competition. “I’m 
not going to go any further 
into it right now.” 

There’s definitely some 
history between these guys. 
Last April, Keselowski and 
Edwards were racing for the 
win in a tightly bunched pack 
at Talladega when their cars 
got together. Edwards spun 
into Ryan Newman’s path, and 
the second hit sent Edwards’ 
car soaring toward the main 
stands. While the battered car 
was slung back onto the track 
by the safety fencing and 
Edwards was OK, seven fans 
were injured by flying debris. 
“At least I didn’t do it 
intentionally when it 
happened,” Keselowski said. 
The two scrapped again in 
Atlanta. Early on, Keselowski 
got underneath Edwards 
coming through turns one and 
two, which sent the No. 99 
careening into Joey Logano 
along the outside wall. 

While his car was in the garage 
for lengthy repairs, Edwards 
complained that Keselowski 
“never gives any room at 
all” but sounded as though 
he wasn’t too upset about the 
incident. With Keselowski 
contending for a top-five 
finish, Edwards banged into 
him as they came to the start- 
finish line. Keselowski’s No. 
12 car went into a spin, lifted 
off the track, turned upside 
down and slammed into the 
barrier in front of the stands 
with the roof. The battered 
machine flipped back onto the 
track, landing right side up. 

“It will be interesting to 
see how NASCAR reacts 
to it. They have the ball,” 
Keselowski said. “If they’re 
going to allow people to 
intentionally wreck each other 
at tracks this fast, we will hurt 
someone either in the cars 
or in the grandstands. It’s 
not cool to wreck someone 
intentionally at 195 mph.”

Ping waives settlement 
on square-shaped grooves

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. - The 20-year-old Ping wedges with 
square-shaped grooves will no longer be allowed on the PGA 
Tour starting March 29 under an agreement reached Monday 
with Ping executives. 

John Solheim, the chairman and CEO of Ping, said the Phoenix- 
based company is waiving its right that had kept the PGA Tour 
from banning Ping Eye2 wedges made before April 1, 1990 that 
have deeper, wide grooves no longer allowed under new USGA 
regulations. 

Those wedges were allowed through a 1990 settlement from 
when Ping sued the PGA Tour and U.S. Golf Association. Phil 
Mickelson, Hunter Mahan, John Daly and Fred Couples were 
among players who used the Ping wedges. It had become such 
a divisive issue that Scott McCarron accused Mickelson of 
“cheating” by using the club. 

“John Solheim and Ping had a terrific opportunity to do 
something very positive and significant for the game of golf, 
and we very much appreciate his willingness to take this action,” 
PGA Tour commissioner Tim Finchem said. 

Ping also said it will apply the waiver to the U.S. Open. 

The waiver takes effect the week after the Arnold Palmer 
Invitational at Bay Hill and will apply on the PGA Tour, 
Champions Tour and Nationwide Tour. It will not apply to 
amateur competitions. 

In return for the waiver, Solheim is hopeful equipment 
companies will have a stronger voice when the USGA makes 
new rules. The USGA will hold a forum this fall to improve the 
process of creating equipment regulations. 

“I’ve been consistent in voicing my concerns over the last

several years about the challenges of the current rule-making 
process and the needs to improve it to the benefit of golfers,” 
Solheim said. “I am hopeful this will be a significant first step 
in realizing this goal.

Solheim worked with his father, Ping founder Karsten Solheim, 
when the settlement was reached in 1990 that allowed for the 
square grooves in Ping irons manufactured until April 1, 1990. 
That settlement took precedence over new rules that changed 
the specifications in grooves, and eight players took advantage 
of the loophole. Daly and Dean Wilson were the first players to 
use them at the Sony Open. Daly said he had collected more than 
a dozen wedges, while other players found them in the garage 
or from friends.

After the crash, NASCAR 
ordered Edwards off the track. 
He drove defiantly around the 
quarter-mile track in front of 
the stands and went backward 
down the pit lane before 
meeting privately with series 
officials in their trailer. 
Climbing from the car, he 
didn’t even bother with a 
denial. 

“Brad knows the deal between 
him and I,” Edwards said. 
“The scary part is the car went 
airborne, which was not what 
I expected. At the end of the 
day, we’re out here to race and 
people have to have respect for 
one another and I have a lot of 
respect for people’s safety. 

“I wish it wouldn’t have gone 


like that, but I’m glad he’s OK 
and we’ll just go on and race 
some more and maybe him 
and I won’t get in any more 
incidents together. That would 
be the best thing.” 

Before the season, the 
governing body encouraged 
drivers to do more banging 
and show more emotion, in 
large part to answer a growing 
fan sentiment that the sport 
had gone stale. Pemberton 
himself said, “We will put it 
back in the hands of drivers, 
and we will say ‘Boys, have at 
it and have a good time.’” 
While suspensions are 
rare in a sport that rewards 
consistency and being on the 
track for every race, they’re 
not unprecedented. 

In 2007, Robby Gordon spun 
out Marcus Ambrose during 
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a Nationwide series race in 
Montreal, ignored a black flag 
and was suspended for the 
following day’s Cup event at 
Pocono. That same year, truck 
driver Ted Musgrave was 
ordered to sit out a race for 
hitting a competitor during a 
caution period. 

The facts in this case seem 
pretty clear. 

“It looked like it could have 
been a payback from the No. 
99 on the No. 12,” Pemberton 
said. 

“We talked with Carl after 
the race and we have an 
understanding about it. ... Carl 
said he got into him. He said 
he didn’t expect the result.” 


Keselowski defended his 
actions in the first incident 
Sunday. 

“He cut down on me on a 
restart and I lifted (off the 
accelerator). I couldn’t lift 
fast enough,” he said. “I was 
underneath him and tried to 
cut him a break. It was too 
late, though. He turned down. 
I apologized to him, but there 
was nothing that I could do in 
that situation.” 

The race need a couple of 
overtime restarts before Busch 
pulled away for the win. 

After the Keselowski smashup, 
Busch pulled off a brilliant 
move to slip between Paul 
Menard and Clint Bowyer, 


snatching away the lead going 
into turn one. But he couldn’t 
get all the way around to take 
the white flag before a seven- 
car crash broke out behind 
him. 

On the second green-white- 
checkered attempt, Busch 
powered away on the restart, 
zipped around the track two 
more times and beat Matt 
Kenseth to the line by nearly 
half a second to win the 
Atlanta spring race for the 
second year in a row. It took 
16 extra laps to finish a race 
that was scheduled for 325. 
Juan Pablo Montoya was third, 
followed by Kasey Kahne and 
Menard. □

Phelps, who won both the 2004 
and 2008 Olympic gold medal 
in the 200 meter butterfly, 
had a time of 1:39.65. His 
old U.S. record of 1:39.70 in 
the 200-yard event was set 
March 3, 2006 at the South 
Texas American Short Course 
Championships. 

The Naval Academy pool is 
measured in yards, not meters. 
The record is considered 
unofficial until it is certified by 
USA Swimming. 

It was the third win of the 
weekend for Phelps, who was 
swimming competitively for 
the first time in seven weeks. 
“When the crowd starts yelling 
like they were, you know 
something good is happening,” 
Phelps said. “Whenever they get 
behind it and get more excited 
and louder, you kind of feel 
the energy and gain adrenaline. 
Being able to have that was 
definitely helpful. It makes it so 
much more exciting. You really 
can hear them on every stroke.” 
Phelps was primed to set the 
U.S. record in the shorter course 
race. “I tried to find out what 
my splits were when I broke 
the record back in ‘06 and just 
wanted to see what I could do 
tonight,” Phelps said. “I wanted 
to try and go out and take a shot 
at it. Coming off the last turn 
I wanted to stay under as long 
as I could. That was clearly the 
difference. ”□ 
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Coutis unsure uf America’s Cup future with Oracle 


AUCKLAND, New 

Zealand (AP) — Russell 
Coutts is continuing to plan 
the first American defense 
of the America’s Cup 
since 1995 but hasn’t yet 
decided whether he will be 
a participant. 

Coutts is in his native New 
Zealand to meet America’s 
Cup teams competing over 
the next week in the Louis 
Vuitton Trophy series, 
to gauge their views on 
how the 34th Cup regatta 
— likely to be held in San 
Francisco — should be 
conducted. 

The 48-year-old Coutts was 
chief executive of the San 
Francisco-based Oracle 
syndicate which won the 
America’s Cup from Swiss 
holders Alinghi off the 
Spanish port of Valencia 
last month to return sports’ 
oldest trophy to the United 
States. 

He had been responsible 
for taking the trophy from 
the U.S. when he skippered 
Team New Zealand to 
victory over Dennis 
Conner’s Young America 
team off San Diego in 
1995. 

Coutts told New Zealand 


media Monday he was 
working to firm up Oracle’s 
plans for its Cup defense but 
hadn’t yet decided whether 
he would attempt to win the 
trophy for a fifth time. 

“I’m still deciding what 
to do in the future. I don’t 
want to rush things on 
that,” Coutts told the New 
Zealand Herald. 

“I’ve got a young family 
now and that’s definitely a 
consideration. 

“Right now I’m just doing 
the best job I can for Oracle 
and trying to speak to some 
of the other teams to create 
some good processes [for 
the next America’s Cup], but 
I haven’t made a decision 
on my future yet.” 

Coutts confirmed the next 
America’s Cup regatta 
would likely be held off 
San Francisco — home of 
Oracle’s founding Golden 
Gate Yacht Club — and 
probably in 2013. 

“We have to announce a 
timeline for some of the key 
decisions like the venue, 
format, type of boats and so 
forth at the end of March,” 
he said. 

“We’ve been meeting some 
of the teams to get their

ideas on some of the big 
issues to be sorted out.” 
Coutts said it would be for 
competing teams to decide 
whether the next Cup 
regatta involved multihulls, 
like the space-age trimaran 
Oracle sailed off Valencia, 
or more traditional 
monohull yachts. “The 


multihulls were spectacular. 
I think it should be at least 
discussed if you came up 
with a sensible rule. But I 
think most people would 
probably favor monohulls, 
but I’m not making any 
presumptions,” he said. 

“If we end up in San 
Francisco, at an exciting 


venue with exciting wind 
conditions, there’s a great 
opportunity to have some 
pretty spectacular boats. 
“We’ve got to do a lot more 
work to figure out what 
budgets are acceptable, 
what the costs should be and 
fit that in with a consensus

With elimination of his migration policy 


Former Minister of Immigration distraught 


ORANJESTAD - The 
elimination of the maximum 
three-year stay for foreign 
workers does not sit well 
with the former Minister 
of Immigration and current 
member of Parliament, 
Candelario ‘Booshi’ Wever. 
Wever was the Minister 
who instated the so-called 
Swiss model, limiting the 
maximum amount of years 
for a work permit to three. 
This policy was deemed 
complicated especially for 
hotels and other high service 
entities, including the 
hospital that struggled with 
lack of local employees to 
fill in the positions. 

The three year limit meant 
that the investment in training 
for these foreign employees 
did not pay out and in fact 
made the labor market even 
tenser. 

This is also the reason 
why the new Government 
did away with the ‘Swiss 
Model.’ According to the 
new Minister of Immigration 
Benny Sevinger, the Swiss 
Model was not only inhuman 
for the foreign worker, but 
also for those who depend 
on the foreign employee’s 
service, especially when it 
came to those who provided 
home care for elderly 
citizens. 

But, according to Wever, 
the step to eliminate the 
Swiss Model has dire 
consequences. He does not 
accept that the Swiss Model 
as he introduced it, created 
havoc in our society, but that 


in fact, the new Government 
invites disaster by allowing 
the foreign worker to stay 
longer. Staying longer will 
eventually mean family 
reunification which will 
allow him or/and her to have 
their spouses and children in 
Aruba, thus contributing to 
further population explosion. 
Restrictions for Dutch 
nationals not born in Aruba to 
establish here too have been 
highly criticized, and Wever 
is accusing the Minister of 
Justice Arthur Dowers in 
conspiring with his Dutch 
colleague Ernst Hirsch Ballin 
to lift those restrictions. 
“There are no restrictions for 
Dutch nationals of European 
descent to establish in 
The Netherlands Antilles, 


and there are a number of 
problems there because of 
that,” the opposition leader 
stated. “Once any Dutch 
national can show (in the 
Netherlands Antilles), he or 
she is automatically allowed 
to establish in that country.” 
He argued that his policy 
was not discriminatory 
toward people coming from 
the other countries of the 
Kingdom partners, but that 
the open end admission of 
Dutch nationals not bom in 
Amba could mean that many 
in Europe can come and live 
in Amba, without taking the 
size of and workers on the 
island into consideration. 
Moreover, in a recent court 
case in St. Maarten, the judge 
deemed that Americans too 


have a legal right to be on 
these islands, based on a 
friendship treaty between 
the Kingdom and the USA. 
Wever is worried that by 
opening the doors to European 
Dutch and Americans, most 
hoteliers running American 
based companies will bring 
in workers from the US and 
Holland. Wever even fears 
that without the Swiss Model, 
Valero Refinery could fire all 
Amban workers and bring in 
people from the US to fill in 
those jobs. 

He is convinced the Swiss 
model served Amba well, and 
that the criticism against that 
policy came from companies 
who preferred working with 
foreign labor, who are more 
likely to accept a lower salary 


as compared to Ambans. 
Minister Sevinger on the 
other hand rejects that the 
new policy will work against 
Ambans or people living 
here. He said the government 
evaluates every work permit 
request based on (non) 
availability of local workers. 
Should there be people in 
Amba who are jobless and 
can fulfill the responsibility; 
the work permit for a foreign 
worker will be denied. 

It is important to note that 
even though the minimum 
salary in Amba is much 
higher as compared to 
those paid in the region 
(1500 florins, about 835 US 
dollars), minimum wages in 
Holland and the USA are still 
considerably higher. Q

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Church calls for independent 
investigation into sex abuse 



The Roman Catholic church in the Netherlands is calling 
for an independent investigation into reports of widespread 
sexual abuse within its institutions. 


Bishop Ad van Luyn made his call for the investigation in the 
TV programme Kruispunt; he says it is the job of the church 
to clearly condemn abuse and to apologise to vicitims. He 
says he also wants to ensure measures are taken to prevent any 
repetition of sexual abuse in the future. 

“First of all, I feel that the victims should as soon as 
possible have a talk with the persons now in charge of and 
responsible for the institutions where these things took 
place. A talk that is honest and transparent, leading to 
recognition of the facts, leading to apologies for the suffering 
caused and which leads to redress wherever possible. 
“The second thing is that the entire church must feel ashamed 
and that it is also the church’s role to condemn this abuse clearly 
and plainly once and for all, to offer apologies, and to take all 
the measures necessary to guarantee prevention in the future.” 
Allegations of child sex abuse by priests at a boarding school 
in the eastern town of ‘s-Heerenberg came to light following 
an investigation by Radio Netherlands Worldwide and Dutch 
newspaper NRC Handelsblad. 

First published a week ago our articles showed that during the 
1960s and 1970s at least three and possibly more pupils were 
sexually abused at the school attached to the Don Rua monastery 
of the Salesians of Don Bosco. 

Bishop Van Luyn, who now chairs the Netherlands Synod of 
Bishops, was provincial head of the Salesian order in the 1970s 
and taught at the school when some of the alleged abuse took 
place. 

Now a week later almost 200 people have contacted the Roman 
Catholic help agency Help & Justice (Hulp & Recht) with 
further reports of sexual abuse. Bishop Van Luyn admits that it 
will be necessary to seek the assistance of experts from outside 
the church to handle the investigation: 

“What has to happen now, and I have said this before, is that 
there has to be a thorough investigation into the facts, the 
reports, the context and the background against which this could 
take place, and also into the reactions at the time, how those in 
charge responded to the situations they were aware of. 

“I personally am convinced that an independent investigation 
would do the most to meet the - justifiable - expectations of 
the victims, of society and also of the church community. 
“We don’t have all the expertise ourselves. It will be 
a very complex investigation which should be left to 
experts. And I think if they do it, the outcome will 
be more acceptable and come across more clearly. 
Further investigation by Radio Netherlands Worldwide and NRC 
Handelsblad has revealed that in 2006, the church in Utrecht 
closed a deal with insurance company Aegon to set aside 
one million euros to cover claims demanded by victims who 
have been sexually abused by Catholic priests. Any damages 
exceeding the one million euros must be paid by the church.□ 


Dutch group endorses right 
to suicide for elderly

AMSTERDAM — A 
campaign to give elderly 
people in the Netherlands 
the right to assisted 
suicide said Monday it has 
gathered more than 100,000 
signatures, hoping to push 
the boundaries another 
notch in the country that first 
legalized euthanasia. 

The signatures are enough to 
force a debate in parliament, 
where it is certain to face 
resistance. Even if widely 
approved, the proposal 
would normally go through a 
lengthy process of committee 
work and consensus-building 
that could take years. 

The legalization of 
euthanasia for the terminally 
ill in 2002 was preceded 
by decades of discussion 
and quiet negotiation that 
attached stringent conditions 
and medical supervision. 
Spokeswoman Marie-Jose 
Grotenhuis of the “Of Free 
Will” campaign said the 
group had hoped for the 
40,000 signatures needed to 
bring the idea to parliament 
when it launched its initiative 
in February. It has so far 
received 112,500 signatures, 
in a country of 16 million. 
The group proposes training 
non-doctors to administer a 
lethal potion to people over 
the age of 70 who “consider 
their lives complete” and 
want to die. The assistants 
would need to be certified and 
make sure that patients were 
not acting on a whim or due 
to a temporary depression, 
but from a heartfelt and 


enduring desire to die. 
“We’ve been overwhelmed 
by the amount of reactions, 
especially because people 
took it so seriously and 
reactions were mostly 
positive,” Grotenhuis told 
reporters Monday. 

Many religious groups 
oppose any form of suicide 
on principle. The Royal 
Dutch Medical Association 
— which played a key role 
in supporting the nation’s 
euthanasia law — says it 
opposes the assisted suicide 
idea in part because it 
believes it would undermine 
doctors’ position in the 
current euthanasia policy. 
Under Dutch law, two 
doctors must agree a patient 
is suffering unbearably 
from illness with no hope 
of recovery, and wants to 
die, before he or she can be 
given a lethal cocktail of 
sedatives. 

Several European countries 
allow some assistance to 
terminally ill people who 
wish to die. 

In Switzerland assisting 
someone to die is not illegal 


as long as there is no “selfish 
motivation.” Belgium has 
followed the Dutch model, 
while Britain and France 
allow terminally ill people 
to refuse treatment but stop 
short of allowing active 
euthanasia. 

The Dutch doctors’ 
association says it fears 
patients would use an 
assisted suicide policy as a 
way of getting around their 
own doctors. 

Grotenhuis said Monday 
her group would wait for 
national elections on June 9 
before bringing the matter 
before parliament. 

Around 2,500 euthanasia 
cases were reported in 
the Netherlands in 2009, 
a number that has risen 
gradually in the past decade. 
An official panel set up to 
review euthanasia cases 
attributes the rise to greater 
willingness of doctors to 
disclose the practice. 

Medical association 

spokesman Sander Hofman 
said Monday not all doctors 
agree that assisted suicide 
should be banned or that 
doctors should play no role 
whatsoever when one of 
their patients is determined 
to commit suicide. 

“For instance, a doctor 
probably has a role in easing 
the suffering of a person who 
is refusing to eat or drink,” 
he said. 

He said the organization was 
setting up internal debate 
panels to discuss the matter 
further. □

Volcan en lago de Nicaragua lanza 
cenizas sin causar danos 


MANAGUA (Reuters) - El volcan nicaragiiense 
Concepcion registro el lunes explosiones de 
gases y lanzo cenizas que se esparcieron en 
varias comunidades que viven en el lago donde 
se localiza, sin que se reportaran de inmediato 
danos a los pobladores. 

Las autoridades alertaron a la poblacion de 
la isla de Ometepe, en el gigantesco Lago 
de Nicaragua, cerca de la costa del Pacifico, 
a estar atentos de la actividad volcanica. El 
volcan, que mantiene actividad intermitente 
desde hace varios anos, registro explosiones 
de gases y cenizas desde las 12:40 hora local 
(18:40 GMT) del lunes, dijo la direccion 
de Geofisica del Instituto Nicaragiiense de 
Estudios Territoriales (Ineter). 

Las cenizas alcanzaron las comunidades de 
Moyogalpa, Los Angeles, Esquipulas y San 
Jose del Sur, todas en la isla de Ometepe, dijo 
el Ineter en un comunicado. En Concepcion 
“se estan produciendo cambios producto de 
desplazamiento del magma en el interior”, 


agrego. 

El Ineter exhorto a las comunidades que habitan 
cerca del volcan a prestar atencion a cualquier 
llamado que las autoridades puedan hacer en 
las proximas horas. 

El volcan Concepcion, de 1.610 metros de 
altura, registro en diciembre una explosion 
de gases y ceniza en Ometepe, la mayor de 
las islas en el Lago de Nicaragua, sin que se 
reportaran mayores afectaciones a la poblacion 
de la zona. 

La isla de Ometepe esta formada por la union 
de los volcanes Concepcion y Maderas -de 
1.394 metros de altura- y es un importante 
destino turistico en el pais.

En el 2005, una serie de sismos asociados a

La numero tres del gobemante Partido Socialista, Leire Pajin, 
respondio al gobierno de Hugo Chavez que es “inaceptable” 
tachar a Aznar o a cualquier magistrado de tener vinculos con 
la mafia y pidio respeto al estado de derecho espanol. “No es 
aceptable que se ponga en cuestion a los jueces de nuestro pais”, 
recalco Pajin en una rueda de prensa. 

El juez Velasco fue el autor del auto judicial que la semana 
pasada acuso a Venezuela de amparar una alianza estrategica 
y las Fuerzas Armadas Revolucionarias de Colombia para 
cometer atentados. □ 


Cuba dice na acepta “chantajes” 
de opositor en huelga de hambre 


LA HABANA (Reuters) - Cuba dijo el lunes 
que no aceptara “presiones ni chantajes”, 
aludiendo a la huelga de hambre que inicio 
hace 13 dias el disidente Guillermo Farinas 
para pedir la liberacion de los presos politicos 
enfermos. 

El diario oficial Granma dijo que Farinas, un 
psicologo de 48 anos que inicio su ayuno un 
dia despues de la muerte de otro disidente en 
una protesta similar, es un “vendepatria” de 
“conducta antisocial”. 

“La manipulacion es tal que reportes 
periodisticos llegan a plantear que el Gobierno 
cubano ha indicado que se deje morir a este 
asalariado de la Seccion de Intereses de 
los Estados Unidos en La Habana”, dijo el 
articulo de Granma. 

“Cuba (...) no aceptara presiones ni chantajes”, 
agrega la nota firmada por el periodista 
Alberto Nunez Betancourt, que agrega que 
la salud del disidente presenta “un deterioro 
notable”. 

Farinas entro en huelga de hambre tras 


la muerte del disidente Orlando Zapata, 
fallecido en febrero despues de un ayuno de 
85 dias, que avivo las criticas intemacionales 
sobre la situacion de los derechos humanos 
en el Gobierno de Raul Castro. 

Granma, en cambio, dice que Farinas ha 
usado el ayuno en el pasado “para evadir la 
justicia”, despues de que fue sancionado a tres 
anos de prision por agredir a una funcionaria 
de un centro de salud donde trabajaba como 
psicologo. 

Farinas sostiene que esta es su huelga de 
hambre numero 23. En el 2006 protagonizo 
un ayuno de varios meses, que lo llevo a ser 
internado y alimentado por via intravenosa 
hasta que detuvo su protesta para pedir fibre 
acceso a intemet.La pasada semana, recibio 
por via intravenosa ocho litros de agua, 
glucosa, lactosa y minerales en un hospital 
de Santa Clara, a unos 270 kilometros al este 
de La Habana, adonde llego inconsciente por 
una crisis hipoglicemica.Q
